But 
the Juftices of the Peace and peace-ofhicers 
ate, both by the nature of their office, 
and the exprefs direétion of divers atts of 
parliament, bound to fupprefs all riots, 
unlawful aflemblies, and breaches of the

The law has likewife for this purpofé

). The air and ether being both elattic 
juids, fubject to the univerfal law of gra- 
‘ation, in revolving daily round with 
ie earth, muft be affected with an alter- 
ite {tate of ebbing and flowing, at the 
ime time, and by the fame caufes, as the 
sscS are produced in the ocean; by 
‘hich alternate flux and reflux of the air 
ad ether, twice each day, and twice each 
lonth with an accumulated force, (at the 
ne ume with the {pring -tides), all ani- 
uals, Gc. immerged therein, be af- 
sted with the like daily and menttrual 
ners alfo ; as is evident in the cafes 
lunaticks, epilepticks, 10. The 
‘ctrical fire may be applied to animal bo-

as a general or partial warm dry vapour- 
bath, the tremors and {timulation produ- 
ced thereby in the animal -and vegetable 
folids, will caufe a derivation and revul- 
fon, with a ditferent circulation and fe- 
cretion of the fluids 5 and, confequently, 
when properly; applied, will be of fove- 
reign eficacy for preferving the health, 
and curing the difeafes of anunals and ve- 
getables. 

The air and ether, as appears by the 
foregoing obfervations, are the two moft 
general caufes of action in matter, and 
upon which life and health, with the pro- 
duction and cure of molt difeafes, wholly 


depend ; yet all the experiments hitherto , 


made, and ufes derived from thofe two 
catholic remedies and inftruments of na- 
ture, are little more than trifling amufe- 
ments. But what great ufes may be ob- 
tained from a proper application of the 
air and its qualities, 1 have fhewn in the 
forefaid treatife, and its abftraét: and 
what probable ufes may be derived from 
the ether, I have propofed as queries or 
problems, p. 118, 61. Oc. to be determi- 
ned by proper experiments. 

But whereas it hath been infinuated in 
fome of the news-papers, that fome late 
experiments fhew electricity will not pro- 
mote vegetation, hatching of eggs, Ge. + 
having inquired into the manner how thefe 
experiments were executed, and particu- 
larly as to the eggs, it gave occafion bots 
to the foregoing and following remarks, 
And whereas the eges were never electrie 
fied all the time of incubation, but only, 
and that flightly, before they were {et for 
the fowl to brood on; how is it poflible 
any fenfible effects fhould follow from {uch 
a fuperficial application of the electrical 
power ? Wemight, with as much reaton, 
expect, that a difeafe, wherein bleeding is 
the only remedy, fhould be cured by ta- 
king away onedrop of blood only. Where= 
as if the eggs were clettrified according to 
the method propofed, p.119. and that 
not only before, but at proper intervals, 
for fix, nine, or twelve hours, every day, 
al the time of the incubation, until hatch- 
ed; it is highly probable fome extraordi- 
nary effect would follow therefrom, But 
to pretend by one fuch flight experiment 
as this, to judge what effect will 
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have in hatching eggs, ce. is juft the fame 
as if a phyfician, in order to difcover the 
effect of any riew medicine (fuppofe the 
cortex) for the cure of agues, fhould give 
a patient one fingle grain-weight of the 
medicine in twenty four hours, and find- 
ing it have no etfeét, fhould publifh it 
good for nothing; or if he gave one 
und-weight of the medicine, in the 
os time, to another patient, which 
might probably kill him, fhould from 
thence pronounce it a real poifon. His 
judgment ought to be condemned as rafh, 
if not erroneous, in both cafes, by reafon 
the cxperiments from which he formed 
the character of the medicine, were 1m- 
perfect. So that experiments wrong made, 
may prove very prejudicial and fatal to 
new dilcoverics. ‘This fhews we ought 
to proceed with the utmoft caution in ex- 
periments of fuch confequence, that they 
be executed with the greateft accuracy in 
all poflible vatietics and circumftances ; 
otherwile the conclufions we draw from 
them, will be premature, if not falfé, and 
injurious to the publick ; who from fuch 
iniutlicient experiments, and wrong judg- 
ments inferred therefrom, may be depri- 
ved of many important difcoveries. It is 
therefore expected, that fuch Gentlemen 
as undertake by experiments to determine 
the truth of any queries relating to the 
ules of electricity, cither in the animal or 
vepetable kingdoms, ¢c. will be fo good 
as to communicate the whole procefs, 
with all the neceflary circumftances rela- 
ting thereto, that the publick may be fa- 
tished the experiments have been con- 
ducted with that judgment and impartiali- 
ty, requifite to the difcovery of truth ; 
and that no material circumftance bath 
been omitted. This is but a reafonable 
requeft; for otherwife for a perfon to in- 
form the publick of his having made fuch 
experiments, and to give judgment him- 
felf thereupon, without publithing, at the 
fame time, the whole procefs, with all the 
Proper circumftances,. is the fame as if a 
iwdge in a cafe of law, of the utmolt im- 
portance to the publick, thould give judg- 
ment himfelf, without examining the evi- 
dence and facts fairly before a proper ju- 
ry. From which parallel cafes.it i evi- 
dent, the truth of the forelaid cleétricel 
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problems can never be determined by a 
few fuperficial curfory experiments, {ach 
as are petformed at publick courfes and 
lectures, only to explain the phenomena 
of electricity; but by a regular procefs 
and feries of experiments, purfued thro’ 
all poffible cafes and circumftances, ina 
particular courfe inftituted for that pur- 
pofe only. 

From what hath been faid it follows, 
that we ought to proceed with great cau- 
tion in difcovering the effect which any 
new remedy, as electricity, will have in 
preferving health, and curing difeafes, as 
palfies, fevers, agues, {mall-pox, relax 
ed folids, wounds, tumours, ulcers, ve- 
nereal, andall other difeafes ; in all which 
cafes it will be proper to try the effect of 
the electrical power, by applying it in 
all the three different methods, as men- 
tioned N° 10. foregoing, obferving to ule 
that method moft, which fuits belt wit 
the indications of the difeafe. And the 
perfon, if weak, may be electrified, 
ther fitting in 2 chair, or lying a-bed, 
the chair and bed —_ properly fup- 
ported or infulated; obferving that the 
ethereal power be applied for a due time, 
at proper intervals, every day, and con- 
tinued for fuch a reafonable time, as will 
difcover its effeéts, whether good or bad: 
and, in order to render the effects of cle- 
tricity more efficacious and manifelt in 
the cure of difeafes, the electrical mz 
chine, or pump, fhould have a different 
compofition and apparatus from thofe v- 
fed for exhibiting the phenomena only, 
fo as to be able to collect, determine 
and give motion to a much greater quan 
tity of ether at once, when required. : 

The foregoing cautions are the mors 
neceffary, that it is 2 tre

Juner747. The French minifter’s letter to the dict of Ratifbon. 271 


A letter fiom Miathran de la Noue, mi- 
nifier of France, addreved to the minijlers 
of the Eleors, Princes, and Sidies of 
the Empire, at the diet of Ratifbon. 

Geitlemen, 

HE reports which the enemies of 
France affe& to {pread abroad, on 
occafion of the entering of the troops of 
the King into Dutch Flanders, and of 
the operations which have been the con- 
fequence thereof; their finifter infinuatt- 
ons upon the defigns which they readily 
attribute to his Majefty, and the diftruil 
which they endeavour to excite in Ger- 
many, as if the peace of the empire was 
in danger; this being indulftrioufly {pread 
abroad, would not permit me to keep fi- 
lence, efpecially when it is fo eafy to dif- 
fipate thefe falfe reports and unjuft infi- 
nuations. 

All Burope is fenfible of the moderati- 
on of his Majelty, from his forwarding 
the work of a general pacification. E- 
very body knows, that he has fufpended 
the proprefs of his arms in the midit of 
his great fuceeffes, in circumftances 
Which might caufe him to hope every 
thing trom the fuperiority of his torces ; 
aid that he has preferred conciliating 
methods to every enterprize, capable of 
coniirming his conquelts, or of procu- 
ring him frefh ones. , 

Friend of a republick, indebted to his 
crown for its eftablifhment and preferva- 
tion, the King defigned, by this method 
of proceeding, to keep it not only from 
the misfortunes of the war, but to caufe 
it to participate of the glory of re-clta- 
blifhing a peace, 

Thefe truths, Gentlemen, manifeftly 
thew themfelves in the memorial [/p.178. ] 
delivered on the part of his Majefty to 
the States-General, Therein may alfo 
be perceived, that he was not defirous 
of taking advantage of his fucceffes, nor 
toabridge them of their poffeflions or their 
power; but folely to oblige his enemigs 
to put an end toa war, the confequences 
Whereof could not but beequaily fatalto all 
Eurgpe, as it would particularly be to 

conftitation of the government of 
at republick, and to its commerce, 

Which isthe principal fource of its {trength. 
_ Invain the prejudices of an unjutt par- 


tiality attempt to fully a conduct fo uni- 
form as that of his Majeity’s conftant at- 
tention for the publick welfare. The 
princes of the empire certainly will not 
fuifer themfelves to be impofed on. Still 
guided by the Jove of their common 
country, and by juftice, they will furely 
lofe nothing of their confidence in the 
folemn affurances fo often repeated in 
the name of the King, as well to the Ger- 
manick body in general, as to the anteri- 
or circles in particular, 

If the memorial delivered to the Elector 
of Mentz in O@ober had been car- 
ried to the publick di¢tature, as indeed 
his Majefty had reafon to expect, he would 
now again have renewed by that canal 
the fame affurances of the contlant re- 
folution he was in of maintaining with 
the empire peace, neutrality, and good 
neighbourhood; but that way being as 
it were fhut to him, to the great preju- 
dice of the rights of the princes and 
{tates of the Germanick body, I can no 
other way fupply it, than in addreffing 
myfelf to their refpective ambaifadors 
and minifters; in order to reprefent to 
them, thathis Majelty has not vet chanced, 


nor will ever change his principles; end 


that whatever advantage his arms may 
gain, he fhall only be more itrongly con- 
firmed thereby in the refolution of draw- 
ing clofer and clofer the bands of peace 
which fubfift between his crown and the 
empire, and to concur in the means of 
rendering it to all Furope. 

Guarantee of the treaty of Weitphalia, 
the King has nothing more at heart char 
to cternize the execution of it. And it 
is to a view fo greatly interetting to the 
Germanick nation, that his Majetty will 
be conitantly attached; not being able 
to give more eminent marks of his triend- 
fhip, and at the fame time his earnett de- 
fire to contribute to its advantage and 
happinefs. 1 intreat your Excellencies 
to acquaint your reipedtive courts with 
this, and that I have the honour, Ce. 


propofal for having the kingdom more 
guall y reprefented ik parliament 
S more laws for regulating clections 
have been enacied by the prefent, 
than by any former parliament, nothing 
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but honefty, one would think, in the 
fons concerned, can be wanting, if the 
eniuing elections are not made with great 
equity and juttice. 

But the fenfe of the people, in their 
reprefentative body, would be much 
more certainly taken, if the little bo- 
roughs, called, long ago, te rotten part 
of our contitution, were disfranchifed, or 
ud fuch additions made to them, by ta- 
hing other places into the fame franchi- 
fes, as wovld make the electors for eve- 
ry two members, fomething near a jult 
proportion of all the freemen of the king- 
dom. 

Forexample, if the borough of Came!- 

ford, lately advertifed to be difpofel of, 
was added to four or five more Cornifh 
boroughs, in the manner of the Scots 
burghs, Gwho all of them before the u- 
nion chofe feparate commiihioners to ferve 
in the Scots parliament), and the whole 
number of members for Cornwall was 
thus reduced from forty four to about ten; 
would not that part of the kingdom be 
much more equally reprefented ? And 
might not fuch great towns as Birming- 
ham, Manchelter, and many others, be 
then reprefented likewife, and yet the 
houfe of Commons not made mere nume- 
rous than at prefent? 
The idea of a borough, value 301. a- 
year, that enables a purchafer to put in 
two members, to be fold at fuch a time 
as this, is indeed fhocking. I did not 
expect to fee the advertifement continued, 
beeaufe a few thoulands gives a m——r, 
at once, half as much intereft as there is 
in the whale city of London. 

it would, in my opinion, be glorious 
at the end of a parliament, when a new 
cleciion is juft coming on, to take this 
into confideration, and provide a reme- 
dv for fo preat a grievance, — But as 
we mutt defpair of teeing it done at this 
time, might not the eleciors for the coun- 
tes, cities, and great towns, infilt upon 
the new candidates promoting fecha law 
as toon as they come into the houfe ?

our intereit, againit Archibald Stewart of 
the city of Edinburgh, merchant, and late 
Lord Provoit of the faid city, That where-. 
as, by the laws of this and all other well 
governed realms, a// of duty, and 
mifbehavicurs of perfins in offices 
and places of publick truft, and al! visls~ 
tions of the truft and duty of fuch coffees, 
are crimes of a high nature, and feverely 
punifhable, and the publick juftice of the 


realm requireth a vigorous profecution of © 


fuch offenders, efpecially when fuch neg- 
lects of duty and mifbehaviours are incur- 
red by the chiet magiftrate of any great or 
confiderable city, in a time of publick dan- 
ger and open rebellion ; and particularly, 
by an act 14th parl. K. James {I. chap. 76. 
intitled, The puniticn of negligent ofpetars, 
it is ordained and determined, ‘* That if 
any of the King’s Officiars or Sheriffs; 
Mayors, Bailies, Crowners, Serjeants, 
Provoits of burghs, and their minitters 
both to land and to burgh, be found faulty 
or negligent in the execution of their of- 
fices, and it may be lawfully proved on 
him, or notourly kend ; if the faid offtce 


pertains to him in fee and heritage, he - 


fhall tyne his office, and the profit there- 
of, for an year and a day, and to be pu~ 
nifhed by the King in his perfon and 
goods after the quantity of his trefpats; 
and if his office pertains to him not in fee 
and heritage, he fhall tyne his office tor all 
the times he has it, and to be punithed in 
his perfon, after the quantity of fick tre! 
pafs, at the King’s will: ” Yet true it is 
and of verity, “That the faid Archibald 
Stewart of the city of Fdinburgh, mer- 
chant, and late Provott of the faid city, 
is puilty, actor, or art and part of the 
faid crimes, or one or other of them, 2g- 
grayated as aforefaid : In fo faras he be~ 
ing Lord Provott of the city of Fdinburgh 
in the year 1745, when a moft bold, de- 
{perate, wicked and unprovoked rebellion 
was raifed and carried on againtt us with= 
in this realm, by a large body of armed 
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traitors, headed by the cldeft fon of the 
pretender to our crown, and affifted with 
troops and money from our enemics a- 
broad, and at fuch a juncture it being his 
duty, as the chief magiftrate of the faid 
city, and our Lieutenant therein, having 
authority to command the military force 
of whatever kind within the city, to have 
exerted himfelf with fidelity, vigilance and 
zeal, for oppoling the progres of the re- 
bellion, by all lawful methods in his power, 
and particularly for preferving the ci- 
ty intruited to his care from falling under 
the power of the rebels, or becoming a 
prey to them, he the faid Archibald Stew- 
art was grolsly faulty or negtigent in the 
execution of his faid office and duty on fo 
Important an occalion, in manifelt viola- 
tion of the trult and duty of his office ; 
and particularly was thus guilty on the 
15th and 16th days of September, in the 
year of our Lord 1745, and upon feve- 
ral other days and times in the faid month 
of September, and the month of Augutt 
sagen within the faid city of Edin- 
urgh, where he was refident for the time. 
And moreover, the faid Archibald Stewart 
Was not only faulty or negligent in the 
execution of his office, and notorioufly 
known to have been fuch, but was guilty 
of malverfations and counteracting the 
duty of his office, in fuch an exigency, 
in many inttances, and particularly, a- 
mongit others, in thefe following. 

Fir/t, That whereas the prefervation of 
the city of Edinburgh from falling into 
the hands of the rebels was of great im- 
portance to that city itfelf, and to us and 
the kingdom in general, and the care of 
it efpecially incumbent on the Lord Pro- 
volt for the time being, and ought to have 
been looked after with the utmoft atten- 
tion, zealand vigour, in fuch an exigen- 
cy as when the rebels got to the South- 
ward of the body of our tioops under the 
command of Sir John Cope, of which ad- 

“vices came to Edinburgh in the latter end 
of Auguit 1745, from which there was 
reafon to fear that the taking of that city 
sould be attempted by the rebels, and to 

hope that our army might foon after come 
to its relief: yet, in thefe circumftances, 
he the faid Archibald Stewart, then chief 
magiltrate, and fole military governor of 
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that city, did nothing of his own accord 
towards providing effectually for the de- 
fence thereof; and, on the contrary, e- 
meafure for that purpole propoled 
and preifed by the honel zeal of others of 
the then magiftrates and council, and of 
many of the citizens and inhabitants, in- 
{lead of being heartily encouraged and 
promoted by him the Provolt, were by 
him thwarted and retarded, or elfe abfo- 
lutely refufed or declined; and in this 
manner it was that he received a propoli- 
tion made to him in the latter end of Au- 
eult 1745, for raifing a regiment of 1000 
men, by voluntary tubfcription, for de« 
fence of the city ; againtt which he form- 
ed objections on account of the expence, 
and affected doubts concerning the lega- 
lity thercof, And, 

Secondly, He treated in like manner an- 
other application made to him in the be- 
ginning of September 1745, by a number 
of Gentlemen or citizens, for leave to al- 
fociate themfelves, under his chief com- 
mand, as voluntiers, for the defence of 
the city, and fervice of our government; 
and after his objections to the legality of 
that meafure were over-ruled, he would 
not fuffer it to be publifhed or given out 
that he heartily approved, but barely that 
he acquiclced in that meafure ; and yet 
his relu¢étancy or averfion to it, or une. 
finefs under it, continued to difcover it- 
felf on frequent occafions, and particu 
larly by the cold, if not the rude manner 
in which he behaved towards thofe volun- 
tiers, confifting of a number of very re- 
fpectable Gentlemen and burgetles, when 
he went to a publick meeting of them in 
the New church ifle of Edinburgh to name 
their Captains. 

Thirdly, That in like manner, thro 
the mifbehaviour of the faid Archibsld 
Stewart, when certain repairs of the city- 
walls, and other works for making it ¢e- 
fenfible for fome time, again{t an cnemy 
who had no artillery, and were very 'n- 
fkilful in making fieges, had been propo 


fed and advifed, amongft others, by the 


now deceas’d and famous Mr Colin Mac- 
laurin, and were ordered by the council 
of the city of Edinburgh to be made, the 
execution whereof was chiefly incumbent 


on the Lord Provoft for the time oe 
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yet the fame was carried on very flowly 
and imperfectly, notwithitanding frequent 
remonttrances and complaints made by 
divers of the faithful and zealous inha- 
bitants; and as late as Sunday the 15th 
of September 1745, when the rebels were 
marching to, and were come within a few 
miles of the city of Edinburgh, he the 
faid Archibald Stewart refufed to give or- 
ders for loading the cannon planted up- 
on the city-walls; and about the fame 
time he refufed to apply for fome of the 
fiilors from on board one of our fhips of 
war, for managing of thofe cannon, 
when he could not otherwife be provided 

of fit perfons to act as gunners. 
vourthly, That about the fame time, he 
the faid Archivald Stewart refufed to liil- 
en to, or to follow feveral falutary propo- 
fitions that were made and preiled by 
well-afleéted inhabitants, for the preater 
fafcty and better defence of the city; 
fuch as, That the trained bands, confitt- 
ing of a promifcuous number of burgef- 
fes, whereof many were known to be dif- 
atfeGed, fhould be laid afide, as had been 
practifed during the rebellion in the year 
1715, and that arms fhould only be trutt- 
ed in the hands of fuch as were known 
to be well atfected; and that a general 
fearch for arms fhould be made within 
the city ; and that a number of the ableit- 
bodied men of the tradefmens fervants 
fhould be employed and armed for aflilt- 
ing to defend the city when it fhould be 
attacked, upon the encouragement of a 
guinea to be piven to each of them; to- 
wards defraying which expence, an offer 
Was made to the faid Archibald Stewart, 
on the part of the voluntiers, to have rai- 
fed or advanced the fum of 500]. Sterling. 
F:ifthly, That the faid Archibald Stew- 
art mifbehaved himfelf ia like manner, in 
clpect of the fuccours that were brought 
at the time aforefaid from the country in 
the neighbourhood of Edinburgh, con- 
flting of numbers of well-affeéted and 
calous fubjects, under the conduét of 
Gentlemen of known loyalty and good af- 
“tion, who canie and offer- 
ed their fervice to aflift in defending the 
“ity of Edinburgh without any fee or re- 
ward, upon that dangerous and pre‘ling 
Q, Uic approach of the rebels te 
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that city; but thefe very feafonable and 
laudable offers were by the faid Archibald 
Stewart very coldly received and iil treat- 
ed. For inftance, he propoted to Sir Ko- 
bert Dickfon of Inverefk, who came to 
Edinburgh upon Sunday the rgth day of 
September 1745, from Mullelburgh, with 
about 150 voluntiers, to offer their fer- 
vices for the purpofes aforefaid, that thefe 
men fhould inhit themfelves for three 
months as foldiers im the Edinburgh re- 
giment ; a propofition which, inttcad of 
being calculated fincerely to provide fer 
the better defence of the city, cauld be no 
otherwife received by thoie voluntiers, 
than as an infult and difcouragement to 
their zeal; who being tradefmen or hu- 
{bandmen, did not mean to leave their 
occupations, and inlitt themfelves as tol- 
diers for hire, but had bravely offered t 
ferve gratis, in the then preient exigen- 
cy, which could not Jatt above a few days, 
before the end of which the city of Edin- 
burgh mult either have been relieved os 
furrendered. 

Sixthly, That, on the morning of Mone 


day the 16th of September 1745, the fid- 


Archibald Stewart received a metfage from 
the camp of the rebels, by Andrew Alves 
writer to the fignet, importing, That the 
city of Edinburgh would be ill treated by 
them, unlefs it fnould be readily or {pees 
dily furrendered ; being 2 metlage to the 
fame effect with that contained in a letter 
from the pretender’s fon, bearing date 
from his camp that fame day, addreiled, 
To the Lord Pravefl, magifrates and tow 
council of Edinburgh ; and which letter 
was thereafter that fame day delivered ; 
and yet he the faid Archibald Stewart did 
not immediately commit the faid Andrew 
Alves to prifon, for bringing or delivering 
to him fuch meflage ; neither did he give 
notice to any other of our oliicers, civil 
or military, that he had received tuch met- 
fige. 
Seventhly, That, upon the tame Mon- 
day the 16th of September 1745, about 
three of the clock in the afternocn, he 
received a petition from certain of the in- 
habitants of the city, who oppoled the 
defence thercof, and infitted to have a ge- 
neral mecting called of all the princ'pal 
inhabitants, tv coniult what was proper 
ty 
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to be done; and he accordingly held and 
prefided in a meeting in the New church 
ifle in the afternoon of that fame day, 
upon the ringing of the fire-bell ; which 
Was the appointed fignal for the volun- 
tiers to repair to their alarm-poft; the 
confequence of which was, that few of 
none of thofe voluntiers, who confilted of 
a nunrber of the moft fubftantial and beft 
affected burgefles, were or could be pre- 
fent at that general mecting: in which 
miceting, as every one who had a mind got 
accefs, there were numbers of perfons 
prefent of known difaffection to our go- 
vernment ; and thus, by ill defign upon 
their part, and by the timidity of others 
who were thus alitmbled in a tumultuous 
manner, and a very improper council 
with which to take meafures in a time of 
immediate and prefling danger, the gene- 
ral cry was given for lurrendering the ci- 
ty, and giving up all thoughts of making 
a defence: and the faid Archibald Stewart 
thus held and took the fente of this mect- 
ing, notwithftanding that, before he went 
to it, it was very well known that the re- 
bels were ill armed, and that an offer had 
been made to him, in aid of the other for- 
ces with which the city was provided, to 
fend 100 out of two regiments of dra- 
g0ons in our fervice, or as many of the 
dragoons of thofe regiments as he fhould 
defire, to aflilt in defending the city; but 
he retufed to give his content or authori- 
ty for receiving any of thefe dragoons, 
tho’ he had requetted fuch party of dra- 
goons, about an hour or two before in 
that fame day, by a writing under his 
hand, addrefled to Lt-Gen. Jothua Guelt, 
then in the callle of Edinburgh. 

And moreover, at this meeting, there 
was brought in and delivered to the faid 
Archibald Stewart, the letter above men- 
tioned from the pretender’s fon: imme- 
diately, or foon after the receiving where- 
of, that mecting was diimiiled ; and he, 
with others of the magiftrates and coun - 
cil, withdrew to the council-chamber, 
Where Cwhich is the article hereby 
charged upon him the faid Archibald Stew- 
art) he caufed or fuffered the faid letter 
from the pretender’s fon to be publickly 
read, and moved or agreed that an anfwer 
flould be given to it; which was accor- 
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dingly fent, firft by one, and then by an: 
other deputation from the council. Al] 
which intercourfe was in him the {aid 
Archibald Stewart, then Lord Provoit, 
the more criminal, that any danger or ne- 
ceflity that might be alledged, in order to 
avoid the fame being punithable as high 
treafon, was owing in great meature to 
his own backwardnets to dilcharge his 
duty, by taking all the proper precautions 
apain{t fuch danger, with that fidelity and 
vigour which he owed, by his allegiance 
and his ftation, to the city of Edinburgh, 
and to us and the kingdom. ; 

Ninthly, That all this while he the faid 
Archibald Stewart refufed or acglected, 
tho’ frequently applied to for that pur- city: 


pofe, to give any orders to the volun- {eize 
tiers of the city of Edinburgh, who had the. 
been long ftanding upon the {treet under Edit 
arms, how or in what manner they fhould fupj 
difpofe of themfelves, and employ thole app 
arms ; or how they fhould difpote of the Ry of 1 
arms, if they were not to be ufed or em- Pre 
ployed for the defence of the city, tor mo! 
which they had been firft taken up; and I 
upon fuch his refufal or neglect, the faid fev 
voluntiers took and executed the reiolu- ther 
tion to carry back their arms to our ma- tior 
gazine in the caitle of Edinburgh, or- the 
der to prevent the fame from falling into of | 
the hands of the rebels.

into the hands of the rebels, as foon as 
they fhould enter or become matters of 
the city. And, 

Eleventhly, In the fame evening of the 
16th of September 1745, it was propo- 
fed and urged in council, where the faid 
Archibald Stewart was prefent and pre- 
fided, That the whole city-arms, being 
in number about 1200 firelocks and bay- 
onets, fhould be lodged and fecured with- 
in the caflle of Edinburgh, in order to 
prevent their falling into the hands of the 
rebels 3; but he the faid Archibald Stewart 
reluled or declined to give any order for 
that purpofe; neither in fact were the 
city-arms fo lodged and feeured, but were 
feized by the rebels upon their entering 
the city the day following ; who came to 
Edinburgh fo imperfectly armed, that the 
fupply of arms which they thus received, 
appears to have been one principal caufe 
of the difatter that befel our forces near 
Preftonpans on the 21{t day of the fame 
month of September 1745. And, 

La/tly, By occafion or means of the 
feveral inftances above recited, and o- 
ther inftances during the time above men- 
tioned, upon one or other of the days of 
the months of Auguft or September 1745, 
of the mifbehaviour of the faid Archibald 
Stewart within the city of Edinburgh, of 
which he was then Lord Provoft, it came 
to be very notorioufly known, that he was 
highly faulty and negligent in the execu- 
tion of his office, and to be further vio- 
lently fufpeéted and believed, amongtt our 
faithful fubjeéts in that city, that he the 
faid Archibald Stewart was fecretly in the 
intere(t of the pretender, by reafon of 

the uniformity of his behaviour from the 
beginning to the end of thefe tranfactions, 
difcovering a conftant unwillingnefs or 
backwardnefs to provide for, or heartily 
Profecute the meafures that were in a man- 
ner forced upon him, in order to the de- 
fence of that city, at a time when, if he 
had obferved a contrary condué, there 
was at leaft a high probability that the ci- 
ty might have been preferved from falling 
into the hands of the rebels : and in fact 
the fame did fall into their hands, in a 
very ftrange and fufpicious manner, by a 


party of the rebels entering the city at 
oe ing the city 
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the Nether-bow port, early in the morn - 
ing of Tuefday the 17th of September 
1745, when that port was guarded with 
nothing more than a Serjeant’s command 
of the city-guard, and was opened to fuf- 
fer a hackney-coach to go out, which bad 
juft returned from bringing back the fe- 
cond deputation fent by the faid Archi- 
bald Stewart, and other magiltrates and 
counfellors of Edinburgh, to the pretend- 
er’s fon. 

All which misfortunes were in great 
meafure owing to the mifconduét of the 
faid Archibald Stewart, and ferved to 
bring a heavy calamity on the city of E- 
dinburgh, and the kingdom in general, 

At leaft, at the time and place forefaid, 
he the faid Archibald Stewart, being Lord 
Provoft of the city of Edinburgh, was 
highly faulty or negligent in the execu- 
tion of his office, at a time of public: 
danger, and open rebellion apainit us. 

And for proving that the faid Archi- 
bald Stewart was guilty as aforefaid, there 
will be produced againft him by way of e- 
vidence, befides very credible witneiles, 
certain documents in writing, which fhalt 
be lodged in the hands of the clerks to 
the court of julticiary, that he may fee the 
fame, and whercof a lift fhall be deliver- 
ed to him alongft with the lift of witnef- 
fes to be adduced againit him. 

All which enormous neglects of duty 
and mifbehaviours, or part thereof, or his 
being art and part of the fame, oe 
found proven againft the faid Archibal 
Stewart by the verdict of an affize, before 
our Lords Juftice-General, Jultice-Clerk, 
and Commiffioners of Jufticiary, he the 
faid Archibald Stewart ought to be punith- 
ed with the pains of law, to the terror of 
others to be puilty of the like in ume 

coming.

Y theadvices formerly received from 
Iravy,the Auitrians, on the 2oth 
of May N.S. had attacked and ear- 

ried the tonvent of N.S. de Mifericorde, 
on the fide of the river Polcevera next to 
the city, from whence the Genoefe had it 
in their power greatly to diilurb the 
march of the Auftrian heavy artillery 
which was advancing from Novi. M. 
Routilers had judged this poft to be of 
fuch importance, that he caufed a general 
fally to be made next morning, in order 
to retake it. An obftinate ation had en- 
fied, the of which was at fir{t dif- 
ferently reported ; but we have been fince 
affared, that the Genoefe were repulfed 
with the lofs of 600 men and a French 
Colonel, befides the Genoefe Adjutant- 
General, the Marquis de Grimaldi, taken 
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prifoner. In the mean time, fuccours 
continued fucceflively to arrive at Genoa, 
On the 25th of May, 22 {mall veifels got 
in thither with French and Spanith (oldi- 
ers, and one with Corficans. ‘The 28th, 
between 2 and 3000 men that had been 
landed at Porto Fino, having marched 
through the Eaflern Riviera, got {2fe ta 
the fuburb of Bifagno. Next day a con- 
voy from Monaco of 40 veilcls, having a 
freth {ea-breeze, got into the port of Ge- 
noa, without lofing a bark, in {pite of 4 
kritifh men of war and a xebeck, which, 
did all that was poflible to get up with 
and fink them. They had on board a 
bout 800 men ; befides 500,000 livres for 
the payment of the French troops ; and 
300,000 more, part of the fubfidy grant- 
ed by his Moft Chriftian Majeity to the 


republick.—-On the 28th, the Genocte digl

but that one abandoned without 
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fhot. In forcing that which the regular 
troops defended, and in which the great- 
eit part of them were killed or taken, the 
Auitrians had but 14 men killed, and a- 
bout 36 wounded, They took fix oflicers 
prifoners, three of them Captains; and 
M. Taubin was carried off by fome of his 
own people, much wounded. By this 
fuccefs Gen. Schulemberg had an oppor- 
tunity of extending his ee from the 
mountains quite to the fea, fo as to cut 
off all communication by land between 
Genoa and the Eaftcrn Riviera, and alfo 
the neutral {tates of Lucca and Tufcany ; 
belides enabling the Britith fhips to lie 
clofe in to the {hore, and cut off the fame 
communication by fea, Our latelt ad- 
vices bear, that the Auttrians had made 
themfelves mafters of the bridge of Cor- 
digliano, where they had raifed a battery, 
from whence they fired upon the gate of 
the Lanthorn ; and that they were like- 
wile firing very brilkly from the batteries 
which they had ereéted upon the moun- 
tain of Coronata, and at the convent of 
Miericorde, ’Vis added, that they had 
got pollethon of the mountain della Ma- 
donna, with all the cannon that were in 
the forts of that mountain, as alfo of the 
Belvidere, and St Pierre d’Arena, which 
had been reduced to athes by the violent 
fire from the Britith fect. A convoy 
from Naples, conlifling of about 30 vel- 
{els with provifions and ammunition, was 
arrived at Leghorn, and fome tran{ports 
with French and Spanith troops were at 
Porto Spezzia; but none of them durit 
put to fea for fear of the Britifh men of 
war, which were ftationed at proper places 
to intercept them. 

After the iflands of St Marguerite and 
St Honorat were reduced, M. BELLEISLE 
immediately began to affemble the French 
army in Provence, and on the 3d of June 
N.S. paifed the Var. He marched di- 
rectly to Nice ; upon which Baron Leu- 
trum the Piedmontefe General, who then 
commanded the allied troops in thofe 
parts, immediately abandoned it, as he 
had only 27 battalions, and directed his 
retreat without lofs of time towards Ven- 
timglia, There were feveral fkirmithes 

tween the van of the French and rear 


of the Auftrians and Piedmontefe in the 
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town of Nice, during which the former 
had one ofhcer taken, and the latter two 
or three, belides the lofs of fome «quirs- 
ges. On the sth and 8th, the Freich 
made themfelves maflers of Montalben 
and Villa Franca ; the garrifon in the tor- 
mer being fo fmall, that neither fide has

ftand. Atthe fame time, upon notice of 
this, Gen. Kbrown, who was then in Lom- 
bardy, ordered alithe Auftrian troops cans 
toned there to take the field, and 6000 
of them to march towards Piedmont. The 
late{t accounts from him bear, that he 
was bufy in forming two camps. The 
one of which to confilt of 13 or 14,000 
men, was to guard the banks of the Ta- 
naro; while the other, to be compofed of 
11,0c0, would guard the fide of the Po 
near Pavia.— Letters by way of Martcilles 
mention, that M. Belleifle had obliged the 
Auftrians and Picdmontefe to abandon 
their retrenchments at Ventimiglia 3 that 
he was preparing to march with the ut- 
moft expedition to Savona, and that a 
corps of troops was ailembling near Mo- 
naco, to be tran{ported directiy to Genoa, 
from an apprehenfion, that ir the city 
fhould be obliged to farrender, the French 
and Spanith troops there, to the number 
of 10,000 men, mu{t be made prifoners 
of war, and the republick be totally fub- 
verted. — The Spanifh troops began to 
join the French in the county of Nice on 
the 7th of June. Letters from Paris gave 
out, that, when their junction was com- 
pleted, the army of the two crowns would 
conlift of 166 battalions and 100 fyua- 
drons ; but advices from Turin aflure us, 
that they do not amount in whole to more 
than 60 battalions.—-It appears, however, 
that they have another army of 25 or 
20,000 men ready to invade Piedmont 

irom Grenoble, 
The news of Adm, Anfon’s fuccels a- 
gaint the French fleet fo much wanes 
ther 
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their ftocks, that from the 9th to the 12th 
of june they fell near 10 per cent. A- 
bout that time orders were fent to the fe- 
veral ports of that kingdom for all the 
men of war and frigates then in a condi- 
tion of friling, to put to fea, in order to 
fecure the return of the fleet of merchant 
Ships expected from St Domingo and Mar- 
tinico. A good many fhips of that fleet 
have already been taken, as in the Ca- 
ptnres, 7.297. Adm. Warren is like- 
wile at fea with a confiderable fquadron 
of Britifh men of war, in order to inter- 
cept that fect. It is faid, that, on an a- 
verage, thefe fhips may be reckoned worth 
10,000 I. Sterl. each. 

By concurring advices it appears, that 
the pretender’s youngeft fon fet out from 
Paris early in May, and arrived at Rome 
on the 25th of that month, attended by 
fi-veral Scots Lords and Gentlemen. — His 
elder brother was, by fateft accounts of 
him, flill in France, at a country-houfe 
near Pafly. 

The two armics in the NETHER- 
LANDS remained much in the fame po- 
fition as by our laft for fome time, during 
which the French were bufy in making a 
canal from Mechlin to Louvain. On the 
r5th of June N.S. the French King ar- 
rived at his'army. Next day the Comte 
de St Germain advanced with a confider- 
able body of French troops towards the 
Demer, in order to diflodge Gen. Baro- 
niai from the potts he occupied, and to 
get polletlion of the heights along that ri- 
ver, which, in feveral places, command 
the route that leads towards Maeftricht. 
For this purpofe he attacked Dielt with 
¥3 battalions and 10 pieces of cannon 
but the irrepulars pofted there defended 
themfelves till f{accours arrived to fupport 
them; upon which the French retired. 
As by their motions there was reafon to 
believe that their whole army was on the 
march towards Tirlemont, Pr. Wolfen- 
buttle was ordered to advance with the 
corps de referve of the allies from Welter- 
Joo to the Abby of Everbode, and at the 
farae time the fecond line of the left wing 
had orders to march to Wefterloo, in or- 
cer to fallain the corps de referve. By 
break of day on the 17th the whole allied 
ariny was in order of battle, that in cafe 
of need they might be ready to march by 
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the left ; but, the French remaining quiet 
behind the Dyle, and withdrawing their 
advanced detachments, the allies returned 
again to their camp. That morning the 
Lycanians, fupported by fome regular 
foot, attacked the rearguard of the French, 
killed about 60, wounded 100, and took 
as many prifoners, 
for fome time detached every night 7 or 
800 voluntiers, who palfed the Dyle, and 
put themtelves in ambufcade to furprife the 
patroles of the allies, which uled to re- 
connoitre towards the Pont de \Walem, 
Gen. Trips, on the 19th, detached tooo 
irregulars and 400 huilars to make a re- 
prifal in the fame way. “The patroles ha- 
ving advanced before, and drawn the 
French detachment out, immediately re- 
tired back to the reft of their own party, 
who were concealed. Upon this the 
French purfued till they fell into the am- 
buth laid for them, where they were {et 
upon with fo much fury, that, after a 
{mall refittance, they threw down their 
arms and fled, with the lofs of above 200 
men killed, and 24 made prifoners. In 
this affair the allies had 10 men killed, 
and 21 wounded. Mean while the French 
had made large detachments by theirright, 
which aflembled under the command ot 
Count Clermont to the number of about 
30,000 men, and incamped between Ton- 
gres and Bilfen. This obliged the allies 
to make detachments from their left, in 
order to watch the motions of C. Cler- 
mont’s corps, by which frequent fhir- 
mifhes happened. In thefe the allies were 
always fo fuccefsful, that from the roth 
to the 23d they killed and made prifoners 
above 220men. C. Clermont, however, 
immediately fet about making prepara- 
tions for befieging Maeftricht, and it was 
thought the French grand army was up- 
on the point of marching to cover that 
fiege. To prevent this, the allied army 
marched on the 24th, by the left, 24 
incamped from Zoerle to the wood of the 
Abby of Everbode. Gen. Trips, with 
his corps of irregulars on their right, 
ftaid behind to cover the rear of their 
march. About 300 pandours and Lvc:- 
nians having been left in Lier as 2 Tr 
guard to his corps, they were furrounced, 


in that town by a confiderable body of 
French, 


As the French had { 
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French, who defired them to capitulate ; 
but they formed the refolution of cutting 
their way through, which they according- 
ly executed with the lofs of only five or 
fix men, and joined Gen, Trips in his 
march. The fame day that the allies be- 
gan their march, the French main ariny 
quitted their former pofition, croiled the 
Dyle, and’ incamped with ther left at 
Louvain and their right near Tirlemont. 
On the 25th the allies continued their 
march, and took pott with their right ex- 
tending on the heights above Dicit and 
their left to Meldert. The corps de re- 
ferve under Pr. Wolfenbuttle advanced 
at the fame time to Lummen, while Gen. 
Bironiai with the light troops took pott at 
Hallelt. C. Clermont fearing that the 
allies might now pafs the Demer, and cut 
him of from the French grand army, 
quitted his advantageous camp between 
‘Yoneres and Bilfen, and retired with 
fome precipitation to St Tron; but find- 
ing that they did not pafs as he fufpected, 
he returned on the 27th, and took potlt 
{ome nearer to Toneres than formerly. 
‘That fame day at fix in the evening the 
whole allied army marched in four co- 
Jumns, and by eight o’clock next morn- 
ing they had taken polt with the town of 
Hatlelt in the front of their centre, their 
right extending behind Kerckenrode, and 
their left making an-angle towards Ghenck. 
They halted the reft of this day; but 
a detachment of 18 battalions and 20 
iquadrons, under the command of Count 
Daun, marched at noon through Hatlelt 
towards Bilfen. All that we know fur- 
ther of the motions on either fide, till the 
2d of July, when a bloody battle happen- 
ed, is contained in the following relation 
publithed in the London Gazette. 


HE 3oth ult. fof June N. S.] the 

army marched by the left in three 
columns towards Lonaken, and incamp- 
ed that night between that place and 
Ghenck. At the fame time the different 
detachments of the army under Count 
Daun, and the Prince of Wolfenbuttle, 
with the corps of Gen. Barontai, pailed 
Rilfen, and incamped at the Grinde Com- 
Manderie. The corps of the Comte de 
Clermont, Prince, not having retired be- 


hind Tonpres, but occupying {till the 
Vou, 1X, 
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‘remained all that night at the Comman- 


285 
high ground from Tongres to Tongre- 
bergh, notwithitanding the approach of 
our army, made it evident that they de- | 
figned to fuftain that corps with their 
whole force, and, if poflible, to gain the 
camp of Bilfen. 

This pofition of the French army made 
the intercepting the corps of Clermont 
impracticable ; it was refolved therefore 
by his Royal Highnels the Duke, in con- 
cert with Marthal Bathiant and Prince 
Waldeck, (after having reconnoitred the 
country towards the jaar that morning), 
to take poilefiion of the camp of Bilfen, 
extending the left to Miller. For that 
purpole the whole army had orders to 
march by break of day the rft of July, 
N.S. His Highnefs and Pr. Waldeck 


derie, and the Marfhal at Bilfen, in or- 
der to lofe no time the next morning ig 
making the neceilary difpofitions for the 
arrival of the army. 

On the rftof July his R. Highnefs was 
on horfcback by break of day, in order 
to reconnoitre towards the enemy. But 
about four o’ clock we could perceive the 
enemy's cavalry in motion in two co- 
lumns, ftretching towards their right 5 
which we immediately concluded was 
with a defign to gain the heights of Mil- 
len and Herdeeren, and, if they found it 
pothible, tofall on thehead of our columns, 
which were then in march fromtheir camp, 
inclining that way. Before fix their irre- 
gulars, who flanked the march of their 
columns, were fkirmifhing with our ad- 
vanced huilars and Lycanians. 

The inttant that the columns of the e+ 
nemy appeared, his R. Highnets {ent or- 
ders to Sir John Ligonier to advance with 
the left wing of cavalry as fait as poflible, 
and to the foot te prets their march ; at 
the fame time he ordered the Prince of 
Wolfenbuttle to occupy the villages of 
Grote and Klein Spawe, with the infant- 
ry of the corps de referve, and to form 
his cavairy on the plain between thole 
villages and the Grande Commanderie. 
Thele precautions being taken for main- 
taining our polt at Bilfen, his R. 
nefs was defirons of forming our cavalry 
time enough on the heights of Herdeeren 
for the reception of “% cnemy. But, be- 
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fore our cavalry could arrive, the enemy 
had already occupied thote heights, and 
prefented three lines of cavalry on the de- 
fcent of the hill, with their irregulars, 
both horfe and foot, before them. This 
made it immediately neceifary to alter the 
deiigned pofition of the left, fince we 
were no longer matters of thofe heights. 
According y it was unanimoutfly agreed to 
extend the left to Wirle; the right {till oc- 
cupying bilfen, as in the former pofition. 
As foon as the left wing of cavalry 
came up, it was formed in the plain be- 
low Herdeeren, in order to check the e- 
nemy’s advancing, and give our infantry 
time to come who were behind them. 
‘This motion was executed with great f{pi- 
rit by our cavalry under Sir John Ligonier ; 
who, on the arrival of the infantry, coun- 
termarched by his left, on the right flank 
of the infantry, thro’ the plain, in order to 
take up his ground in order of battle, near 
the ian of Wirle, covering the flank of 
his march with cight {quadrons, who made 
always a tront tothe hill of Herdecren. 
This whole day was {pent in forming 
the army ; and it was determined to re- 
ceive the enemy's attack if they thought 
fit to bring on a general adtion, as by ad- 
vancing they would in fome degree give 
up the advantage of their ground above 
us. In confequence of this refolution, 
the villages of the Grande Commanderie, 
and the two Spawes, were filled with the 
infantry of the corps de referve, and a 
part of C, Daun’s detachment ; whillt the 
reit made a flank towards Bilten ; where 
there was a flrong poft with cannon, in 
order to prevent the enemy’s coming 
round us. The left wing took poft in the 
villageot Viitunghem, (where his R. High- 
nels poited the brigade of Britith foot- 
uards), and the hamlet of Val. The 
ose of infantry extended behind the vil- 
lages, having the left wing of cavalry in 
a line with the infantry, and the Imperial 
cavalry formed in two lines before the 
KieinSpawe. Whillt we were employed in 
forming the army, which was completed 
between four and five in the afternoon, 
the enemy kept conftintly thirmihing 
with the irregulars in the plain, and ad- 
vancing more cavalry on the fide of the 


hill of Herdeeren. This was done to 
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June 1747; 
mafk the march of their infantry, which 
kept moving on to our left, under cover 
of the hill on the other fide. 

The corps of irregulars under the com- 
mand of Gen. Trips, which had cover- 
ed the march of the army from Lier, was 
now joined, and ordered to the left, in or- 
der to cover that flank, and watch the 
motions of the enemy that way. The 
Dutch cavalry was ordered to be formed 
in the rear of the left of their own infant- 
ry, and the right of the Heffian, as that 
was judge! the weakeit part of the line 
of battle. 

This evening we cannonaded the enc- 
my very fmartly froma hill in the front 
of the villape of Val, and fome hots were 
exchanged likewife on the right; but it 
grew fo late, that it was plain the enemy 
did not mcan to engage a general action 
at that time. His R. Highnefs the Duke, 
accompanied by the other Gencrals, after 
having rode feveral times from right to 
left, and taken all the meafures that could 
be thought of for the fecurity of the fitua- 
tion, ordered the army to remain under 
arms all night. 

At day-break on the 2d, his R. High- 
nefs, with the Marfhal and Pr. Waldeck, 
vilited the lines, and made fome alterati- 
on in the former difpofitions, by advan- 
cing the front line of the left, in a line 
with the village of Val, and bringing up 
the fecond nearer to fultain it. The vil- 
lage was occupied by the regiments of late 
Craufurd’s, Pulteney’s, Dejean’s, and 
Freudeman’s regiment of Hanoverians, 
(with artillery). The foot-guards were 
likewife retired from the village of Vlitin- 
ghem, and made a flank from the right 
of the Heffian grenadecers, towards the Ba- 
varians of the centre, fronting the village 
of Vlitinghem ; which we burnt, in order 
to prevent the enemy’s making ufe of it to 
annoy us. 

The enemy, during the night, had 


brought more fquadrons upon the hill of 


Herdeeren, and we could perceive they 
had thrown up fome works upon the 
brow of the bill : 
their infantry, which filed off towards 
our left, kept marching on the right flank 
of their cavalry. Several of 
Englyh artillery were placed along ou 
4 front, 


but the greateft part of 
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June 1747: 
front, in order to rake the enemy as they 
fhould come down the hills. 

At eight o’ clock we could not perceive 
that they made any motion towards our 
front ; which made us fafpect that they 
were concealing the motion of their in- 
fantry, and amufing us with thefe corps 
of cavalry, in hopes to cut us off from 
Maeltricht, by pouring down a large co- 
lumn of infantry upon the left ; orders 
were therefore given to the irrepulars, to 
watch, with the utmoft attention, the e- 
nemy’s motions towards the Meufe, 

His R. Highnefs, with the Generals, 
being returned to the Commanderie, in or- 
der to concert what meafures fhould be ta- 
ken in cafe the enemy fhould not chufe to 
advance upon us, Sir John Ligonier fent 
Lt-Col, Forbes to acquaint the Duke, that 
by the motions of the enemy they appear- 
ed to be forming to attack the Icft wing, 
and that he had ordered all to arms. His 
R. Highnefs immediately went thither, 
the Marfhal and Pr. Waldeck going -at 
the fame time to prepare their refpective 
corps. No fooner were the batteries of 
the left wing all fixed for the reception of 
the enemy, than their infantry appeared 
coming down into the plain, thro’ a val- 
ley between the hills which leads from 
Remplt, formed in a vaft column of nine 
or ten battalions in front, and as many 
deep, of their bett corps, bearing diret- 
ly at the village of Val; in and about 
which, almott the whole of the action 
was, which lafted near five hours. Our 
batteries continued firing the whole time 
the enemy was advancing, as well upon 
their foot, as the {quadrons of horfe that 
fupported the right and left flanks of their 
column, 

At ten 0’ clock the cannonading of the 
enemy’s fide began again({t the village, 
with the field-pieces that they brought 
with their infantry, (the fecond fhot of 
Which killed his R. Highnefs’s German 
Aid de Camp the Baron Zigefaer,) which 
was immediately followed with the attack 
of their firft brigades. Thefe were foon 
difperfed with rodigious lofs; as were 
the fecond, third, and fourth divifions. O- 
Yerpowered by this conftant fupply of 

reth troops, the regiments in Val were 
obliged to give way ; but, being fuftained 
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by the regiments of Wolfe, Charles How- 
ard, Conway, and Hanufs, returned to the 
charge, and recovered their pott. “Ihe 
brigades of Navarre, La Marque, Irith, . 
Monaco, Royal des Vailleaux, and e- 
ral others, were entircly ruined. “The cne- 
my keptitill pouring on frefh lines fect, 
fo that the village was loft and regained 
of both fides feveral times. The buttali- 
ons of the Britifh and Hanoverian infant- 
ry entered the village four or five diFer- 
ent times cach, tho’ the French but once, 
as they could never be rallied, and were 
always fupplied with freth brigades. 

The inflant that the enemy made the 
firft general diicharge of fmall arms at 
the village, his R. Highne‘s ordered one 
of his Aids de Camp to go immediately 
to M. Bathiani, to inform him that the 
left was attacked, that the enemy appeared 
determined to make his whole efort up- 
on Val, and therefore defired he would 
be attentive to fupport him {peedily and 
effectually.» The Marfhal returned for. 
anfwer, that he was doing his utmoit for 
that purpofe, and had ordered away di- 
rectly from the right, the rine battalions 
of the left wing which had been detached 
with C, Daun, and the five that were with 
the corps de referve 3 and would likewife 
fupport him as much further as was pof- 
fible. Befides this infantry, part of the 
fquadrons of C. Daun’s corps were Or- 
dered to join the left. The part of Davn’s 
detatchment arrived time cnough to go 
into the village and do great execution, 
but the five of the corps de referve did not 
arrive till after, as they were pofted fur- 
ther on the right. 

About twelve o’ clock affairs went on 
fo well, that his R. Highnefs ordered the 
whole left wing to advance upon the e- 
nemy, whofe infantry gave way fo fait, 
that they were obliged to put cavalry be- 
hind them, and on their flanks, to drive 
then on with their fwords, The centre 
began likewife to advance under Pr. Wal- 
deck, (who was at the head of his corps 
the whole day); and his R. Highnefs de- 
fired the Marfhal to advance as much as 
his ground would allow him, towards 
Herdeeren, and to annoy the enemy's 
flank ; which he did, driving the enemy 
out of the village of Elcht, which was in 

S{2 the 
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the front of the hill of Herdeeren, where 
they had taken pott the night before, ‘he 
right wing could not however advance fo 
fatt as the left, becaufe, had they inclined 
towards the front of the village of Vli- 
tinghem, they would have expofed their 
flank to that corps which the enemy had 
on Herdecren, which was very confider- 
able, joined to a large battery of eighteen 
pounders ; and it was neceflary to be ve- 
ry attentive to Bilfen, left the enemy fhould 
come round our right flank. However, 
they kept moving on, and prevented the 
enemy from detaching any more troops 
from their left to their right. 

The enemy began now to advance more 
infantry of their referve from Rempft, all 
inclining to Val, and part of their caval- 
ry of the right inclined to the centre, in 
order to keep up the foot ; when by the 
mifconduct of fome fquadrons in the cen- 
tre, who perceived the foot before them. 
preffed hard upon and giving way, inftead 
of remedying which by fuftaining the in- 
fantry before them, they went tothe righta- 
bout, and overthrew the five battalions of 
the corps de referve which were coming 
fromthe right towards Val. His R. High - 


’ nels rode immediately to the head of the 


cavalry, and endeavoured, with the afli(t- 
ance of the Dutch Major-General Can- 
nenberg, Gwho did all that man could 
do), to rally them, But in vain: the 
enemy's {gquadrons had already entered 
with them, completed the confufion there, 
and divided the army. His K. Highnefs 
with difficulty rejoined the left wing; 
whofe right flank, and the right flank of 
the village they fullained, was now ex- 

‘ed to two fires, 

Tho’ his R. Highnefs had defired more 
infantry from the right wing before this, 
and fix more battalions were in march to 
jon him; yet this unexpected break fo 
difconcerted ail precautions that could be 
taken, that it was time to think of making 
good the retreat to Maeftricht. However, 
the cavalry of the left, and fome [quadrons 
of the Imperialiits, under the command 
of Maj.-Gen, Bournonville, (who diflin- 
guithed themfelves extremely), which hid 
begun to advance before, led on by Sir 

Ghn Ligonier, were already advanced fo 
as to be on the point of charging the 


Junery4y, 
French cavalry ; which they did with fo 
much fuccefs, that they overthrew all be- 
fore them; but too eager in the purfuit 
of the enemy, received a tharp fire from 
the foot which they had pofted in a hol- 
low way and fome hedges to favour the 
flight of their horfe, by which they futler- 
ed a good deal. They difperfed however 
that foot, and fome frefh fquadrons which 
the enemy fent down upon them; but it 
was all in vain whillt the army was cut in 
two. His R. Highnefs therefore called 
them off, and fent word to the Marthal, 
that he fhould retire towards Mae(tricht, 
and would move towards Velt-\W ctel, 
and Lonaken, to favour his retreat. This 
done, he retired the left wing flowly and 
in good order, bringing off all the heavy 
field-artillery, tho’ they were advanced 
before the village of Val. The {mall can- 
non that we loft, it was impoilible tobring 
off,as many of them had the wheels broke, 
and others were too far advanced at the 
time that we began to retire. The ene- 
my cannonaded us in the retreat ; but at- 
tempted nothing further, feeing the good 
order we retired in, and krowing how 
greatly they had already fuifered. 

The left wing pot to Maetlricht about 
five o’ clock, and the Dutch and right 
wing by feven. The enemy feemed to 
have a mind to attack Pr. Wolfenbuttle, 
who made the rearguard ; but, after ex- 
changing fome {mall fhot, found it “tou 
difficult, and retired. 

It is impoflible to commend too much 
the behaviour of the Generals, both of 
horfe and foot. Sir John Ligonier, who 
charged at the head of the Britifh dra- 
goons, with that {kill and fpirit that he 
has fhewed on fo many occafions, and in 
which he was fo well feconded, had the 
misfortune to have his horfe killed in the 
fecond charge of the cavalry, and was 
made prifoner. Maj.-Gen, Count d’Y!- 
fenbourg, who led the Heffian cavalry, 
is wounded and taken; Maj.-Gen, Bland 
is wounded in the arm, but will do well. 

Lord Albemarle did all that could be 
expected from an officer, as the behaviour 
of the Britith infantry fufficiently thews. 
The behaviour of Maj.-Gen. Howard, 
the Brigadeers Price, Houghton and Mor- 
daunt, who were all in the village with 
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June 
their brigades, wants no words to fet it 
were Sommerfeldt, Lt-Gen. Druchtle- 
ben, Maj.-Gen. Zaltrow, and the reft of 
the Hanoverian officers, did honour to 
their corps. 

The Prince of Heffe rallied his infant- 
ry feveral times with the greateft intrepi- 
dity and coolnefs. 

It would be unjuft to the reft, to fay 
that any corps of the King’s Royal or E- 
lectoral troops did better than the others, 
tho’ fome were put to a feverer trial. In 
fhort, the enemy muft do us the juitice to 
own, that their fuccefs was dearly bought. 

Our lols of killed, wounded, and mif- 
fing, amounts to 4000, odd hundred; and 
that of the enemy not lefs than 10,000, 
amoneft which are reckoned four Licute- 
nant-Generals. We have taken above 
60 officers and 7oo men, Amongft the 
officers are Brig. Marquis de Blondel, and 
the fourth brother of my Lord Dillon, 
who commanded the regiment of that 
name, 

We have taken from the enemy five 
ftandards, and feven pair of colours. We 
have loft four of the former, but the Ha- 
noverians one pair of colours.

the Mieule, and incamped a little below 
that city, the Duke's head quarters being 
fixed at Heer. By lateit accounts, Gen. 
‘Trips’s corps, with the pandours, were 
about V ifet on the Ealtern, and Baroniai’s 
at Rechem on the Weltern fide of the ri- 
ver; end the main army had orders to be 
in readinefs for marching to a new camp 
marked out for them at Gronfelt, above 
Macltricht. They expected as many re- 
inforcements to join them in a fhort time 
as would make them confiderably ftrong- 
er than they were before the engagement. 
— The prifoners not wounded were ex- 
changed on the 5th and 6th of July, 
while the wounded on both fides were ta- 
ken care of in the holpitals of thofe into 
whofe hands they had fallen. 

The States-GENERAL have laid an 
imbareo on all their fhips but thofe of the 
Fail-India company and their fifhing-vef- 
fels. It is to continue till all their men 
of war now fitting out have their full com- 
plement, except in refpect of thofe thips 
whofe niflers are willing to give up one 
man in three of their crew.

Lords by the Attornacy-Gencral. A lit- 
tle after, the King came to the houfe of 
Peers ; and, the Commons attending ac- 
chruing to order, his MajeRy gave the 
Koyo! affent to that and the other bills 
mentioned p.254, §. and made the {peech 
twtorted p.2¢2, 4. Then the Lord Chan- 
ecllor, by his Majefly’s command, pro- 
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rogued the parliament to the oth of July, 
Three Royal proclamations were flied of 
next day’s date, the 18th; one, for dif 
folving the parliament, and calling a new 
one, the writs to bear teft on the 22d of 
June, and to be returnable on the 13th of 
Auguft; another, commanding the Peers 
of Scotland to meet at Holyroodhoufe at 
Edinburgh, on the 1{t of Augutt, to chu 
theirfixteen reprefentatives in parliament; 
and the third, for diflolving the convoca- 
tions of Canterbury and York, and elect- 
ing new members for the faid convoca- 
tions, the writs to bear teft on the 26th 
of June, and to be returnable on the 19th 
of Augutt. 

On information that the plague has

fight them. This detachment, command- 
ed by M. Coulon de Villiers, a Captain 
in the troops of Canada, marched eigh- 
teen days thro’ fnow and woods; and 
tho’ the Captain heard that the enemy 
were not lel than 540, diftributed and 
ofted in twenty four houfes, he did not 
ons to march up to them, and difpo- 
fed his men fo as to attack ten of thefe 
houfes at once. The attack was made 
on Feb. 11. N.S. in the morning ; and 
the Canadians went to it fo furioufly, that 
in lefs than three quarters of an hour all 
the men in thefe ten houfes were cither 
killed or taken prifoners. While this was 
doing, the reft of the enemy rallied, and 
threw themfelves into a large houfe, be- 
fore which they planted two pieces of can- 
non, fix pounders, and four patareroes. 
The Canadians followed them thither ; 
and after an attack which lafted till ele- 
ven next morning, the enemy defired a 
capitulation, tho’ they were flill 350 in 
number; which was granted, upon this 
condition, among others, that they fhould 
not bear arms for fix months, within 2 
certain extent of territory {pecified in the 
capitulation. The number of the {lain 
amounts to 140; among whom is Col. 
Noble, Commandant of the detachment, 
with one of his brothers, and three o- 
ther officers. They had abont 30 wound- 
ed, and we made feven officers and 46 
private men prifoners. We alfo took 
their artillery, with four colours, and two 
veflels that ferved to carry their baggage. 
On our fide, two Indians and five Cana~ 
dians 
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dians were killed, and fourteen of the 
-tter wounded. M. Coulon de Villiers 
received a mulket-fhot in the arm.” 

Another aecount of it is given by a 
Geutlemin who was in the engagement, 
dated at Annapolis-Royal, Feb. 10. v7. 

After the difafter that befel D’An- 
ville’s fquadron laft year, the French 
troops that had been colleéted from Cana- 
da, St. et, and fuch of the inhabi- 
tinrs of Nova Scotia as had revolted 
and joined them, with about 200 Indians, 
retreated from the fiege of Annapolis- 
Royal to Minas. 

This being the place of their general 
fendezvous, 1s very commodious for their 
purpole, as it is in the centre of all the 
fettlements in the province, is very po- 
pulons and fruitful, containing about 
1009 families, and has always aitorded a 
very large fapply of provifions to the 
French at Louviburg, before its reducti- 
op, and, fince the commencement of the 
war, has feldom been without a body of 
armed French and Indians, who have 
been always plentifully firbdtifted by the 
inhabitants. There being no Englith gar- 
rifon within thirty leagues of it, the ene- 
my have always commanded the country 
to our great prejudice, free from any ap- 

tchenfeiet of danger; the navigation of 
its river being too hazardous to admit 
fhips of force very near the town, by rea- 
fon of the tide’s ebbing near 60 feet per- 
pendicular in moft of its branches; and 
the communication by and to Annapolis- 


~ Roval is fo difficult, as to make it im- 


practicable to march a number of forces 
there without the enemy’s getting timely 
intelligence for their retreat. In_ this 
place of fecurity they remained after their 
difappointment, in hopes of fucceeding 
better in their attempts another year. 
While they were in this fituation, it 
was determined at Bolten to detach 1500 
men, part of the force raifed for the ex- 
pecition againft Canada, with orders to 
them of the country, to fcize

An ation in Nova Scetia. 


June 1747, 

It was late in the year when this refos 
lution was formed, and we could not ims 
bark till November; when you are fenfi- 
ble the weather growing very cold, the 
rivers begin to freeze over, the feafon is 
tempeftuous, and the ftrength of the tides 
in the bay of Fundy, renders an entcr- 
prize of this kind very difficult. Not- 
withftanding, we arrived fafe at Annzpo- 
lis-Royal with about 600 men. ‘Three 
tranfports from Rhodeifland were ftrand- 
ed on their paffage; Capt. Perkins and 
company were fhipwrecked ; one of the 
New Hampthire veflels put back to New 
England; another returned here, after 
mecting with fo much ice as to hinder her 
proceeding up the bay; befides, feveral 
other veilcls with ftores, provifions, cc, 
were froze up here, before a fair wind 
prefented for their departure : fo that we 
wereable to multer 500 only at the Grand 
Pric in December, after one of the mott 
fatiguing marches that can be conceived, 
being obliged to travel 50 miles up to the 
Knees in mud and water, with our arms 
and 14 days provifions on our backs, ford- 
ing near twenty rivers and crecks before 
we recovered the town. 

_Here we found the enemy had retreat- 
ed, fome time before our arrival, to Chicg- 
necto, a large town at the bottom of the 
bay, from whence there is a fhort and 
éaky communication with the French on 
the ifland of St. John. Having quarter- 
ed our men in the compatteft part of the 
town, by removing the inhabitants to the 
adjacent villages, our fmall {tock of pro- 
vitions being foon like to be expended, 


and the weather too fevere to admit of 


any relief from Annapolis, we had_re- 
courfe to the inhabitants for a daily fup- 
ply. By this means our diftrefs being 
known to them, they loft no time in ap- 
prifing the French and Indians at Chicg- 
nectornd St John’s ifland of our fituations 

As this country is full of rivers and 
creeks, which were all froze over, and 
rendered paffable, the enemy, to the num- 
ber of 700, made a forced march of three 
weeks from Chicgnecto, encouraged by 
the information they had received, and, 


unhappily for as, arrived in a ftorm of 


fhow that had continued about thirty 


hours, and covered the ground about _ 
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June 1747. 
fect, At this juncture, by the guidance 
of fome of the inhabitants, at two o’clock 
jn the morning, Jan.31. O. S. they made 
their attack, by furrounding all the offi- 
cers quarters, killed the centinels, and 
rufhing into the houfes, furprifed us in 
our beds, and before we had time to oe 
ourfelves in a pofture of defence, killed 
and wounded above 60 men, However, 
we foon began to make a refiftance, re- 
pulled them at feveral houfes, and con- 
tinued fighting till day-light ; when be- 
ing able to diitinguifh our men from the 
enemy, we made a refolute fally from 
our feveral quarters, and forced our way 
to the main-guard almoft buried in fnow, 
altho’ we had been obliged to quarter our 
men for near two miles thro’ the town. 

As the {tone houfe we had affembled 

ur whole force in, amounting to 350, 
was very fmall, and impoflible to ferve 
us long as a place of defence, we made 
an attempt to regain our veffels, with what 
fmall remains of our f{tores the enemy 
had not poffeifed themfelves of ; but the 
want of fnow-fhoes convinced us it was 
impracticable, as we were foon plunged 
in the fnow, and our arms rendered ufe- 
els, The enemy being provided with 
them, had all the advantage over us, as 
if they had fought on firm ground. 

About twelve o’clock they fent in a 
flag of truce, requefting a fargeon to 
drefs Capt. Howe's wounds, which were 
very dangerous, and propofed a ceffati- 
on of arms till his return, to which we 
agreed ; and afterwards to a ceffation till 
hine next morning, In the mean time, 
finding our powder and ball reduced to 
eight charges a man, our bread fufficient 
for a day only, deftitute af fuel, and nigh 
ky of our number fick or wounded, we 
Fapitulated on the following terms, 7/2. 
To march out with drums beating, colours 
with all our arms, accoutrements, 
ball me? and a pound of powder, and 
(of their procuring), 
ays provifions, to Annapolis- 
nn cpaeing not to bear arms at Mi- 
uegnecto for fix months; and 
artived here, after a very 
‘“Mcult march in ‘the feyereft wea-

ment, fighting in his fhirt 5 his brother 
and three more officers were killed, rwo 
of them confined in their beds for three 
wecks by a fever; about 60 men killed, 
and 50 taken prifoners, including five of- 
ficers. We lett behind 50 fick and wound- 
ed, to be fent after us when they are 
able to march. 

This attempt of the enemy plainly 
fhews us how little dependence is to be 
had on the inhabitants of this province, 
who have moit of them either opesly 
joined or fecretly athfted the French 
ring the whole courfe of the war: and 
unlefs fome vigorous methods are taken 
to curb them, we ritk the lofs of a ccun- 
try of as much confequence to us, and 
more to the French, than Cape Breton ; 
as it is full of able-bodied men, who 
wait for nothing but the reduétion of An~ 
napolis-Royal, to fhew themfelves the 
mott zealous fubjects to the French King 
that he is mafter of. Their heads being 
filled with the higheft ideas of the French 
grandeur, and their attachment to the 
Romifh faith, added to an inbred averfion 
to every thing that is Englifh, makes 
them more difficult to deal with, than 
our Open enemies. 

It is to them we are indebted for our 
misforturie, and+o their perfidy and prin- 
ciples it is owing, that not a {ingle Pro- 
teitant family has been fettled in. the 
country during a thirty years peace.” 

Lima, the capital of Peru in the Spa- 
nifh Welt-Indies, was on the 17th of O- 
Gober lait, ruined by an earthquake, which 
Jafted about 2 minutes: 1500 fouls were 
loft, 74 churches, 14 monafieries, and 
15 hofpitals, befides fome thoufands ot 
houfes, were buricd in the ruins; and the 
jewels and vellels of gold and filver lott, 
amount, ‘tis faid, to 300 millions of pi- 
afters. The town of Callao, a fea-port 
within two leagues of that city, was fwal- 
lowed up by the fea; and the hurricane 
was fo violent, that feveral veffels which 
rode at anchor were afterwards found on 
cry Jand feveral leagues up the country. 
The feahas filled up the place where the 
town ftood, which was the beft port in 
Peru, and all the inhabitants, between 6 
and 7000, perithed, except about 200 fais 
lors and fibermen, who were thrown up- 
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6n land with their veflels. The lofs of 
the King of Spain is irreparibie, both in 
regard to the fettlement, and the vait 
treafure laid up there during the war, 
Which was not to be brought to Europe 
til] aftera peace.--Lima had been twice be- 
fore almoft deftroyed by earthquakes, firft 
in 1586, and lait in October 1687. The 
Jatter of thefe thocks was fo dreadful, that 
Wafer, who felt it 150 leagues at fea, 
affirms, that it frightened the whole fhip’s 
company, who thought they had ftruck 
upon a rock, and were convinced of the 
contrary only by founding. The water 
was mixed with fand, tho’ no bottom 
could be found; and the fhips on the 
coalt were driven fome leagues over the 
Jand, as in this latt earthquake. -This 
city was built by Pizarro, conqueror 
of Peru, in 1534. It flood 12. 30. S.L. 
was furrounded with a wall, fortified with 
baitions, and yery populous. The plain 
around it is feuitfal in corn, wine, oil, 
fugar, flax, and fruits. It was about 
four miles in length, and near two in 
breatth ; had a fquare, with piazzas in 
the centre, where all the principal ftreets 
were terminated, and the palaces of the

the publick offices, were fituated,

“HE libel at the purfuer’s in- 
ftance, againft Mr Stewart late 
Lord Provott of the city of E- 
. dinburgh, charges him the pan- 
nel with being guilty of very high crimes 
and mi{demeanours, in having many ways 
acted contrary to his duty, when he was 
chicf magiitrate in the city of Edinburgh, 
in the months of Augult and September 
1745, 2 time of publick danger, and o- 
pen rebellion, headed by the eldeft fon 
of the pretender to his Majelty’s crown, 
aiilted with troops and money from his

~Asto the /ccond article of the indic- 
ment, Mr Stewart fays, That the propos 
fal made for affociating a body of volun- 
tiers was a point of fo much delicacy, as 
muft juftify him for defiring advice as to 
the legality of what was thereby propoted ;

Every accidental converfation was freight- 
ed with a propofal, many of them con- 
tradictory, and fome of them from fini- 
{ter motives. Such particularly was the 
propofal mentioned in thisarticle; which, 
if fincerely meant, oughtto have been pro- 
pofed in council; which never was done. 

As to the fift/ article, “The Provott 
thinks he behaved kindly to every man 
who came, or pretended that he came to 
the aililtance of the town; and denies the 
inftance charged in the libel. Nor can 
he tmagine that it was or can be prefu- 
med an affront, altho’ he had offered the 
putting Sir Robert Dickfon’s voluntiers 
in the way of receiving pay, fuppofing 
that to have been the fact. 

As tothe /int/ article, Mr Stewart ap- 
prehends there can be no crime in it: tor 
he did communicate the meflage by Mr Al- 
ves, immediately after he received it, to 
the Gentlemen of the council; who were 
of opinion, that the meiTage delivered 
by Mr Alves ought not to be divulged, 
for fear of intimidating the inhabitants ; 
and foon after he waited of the then Lord 
Advocate, to impart that affair, and get 
his advice what ought to be done; and, 
conform to the advice then given, com- 
mitted the faid Andrew Alves, fo foon as 
he underitood that it was lawful and pro- 
per; and there was no criminal delay in 
committing him. 

As to the feventh article, Mr Stewart 
fays, That the meeting in the New church 
ile was not ia confequence of ary petiti- 
on delivered him by the inhabitants, which 
Petition was never once under confidera- 
tion of the committee; nor did he order 
the alarm-bell to be rung to convoeate 
the inhabitants. Denies that ever he refu- 
fed to admit any dragoons into the town; 
but, on the contrary, he expreffed a wil- 
Tingnefs to receive them, pioviding they 
Were font. 


Taformation againft Provoft Stewart. 


July 1749, 

As tothe eighth article, Mr Stewart re- 

fufes, that he received, or gave orders 
.to read any letters from the pretender, or 

that he gave orders in confequence of any 
fuch letter: any deputation that might 
have been fent, was the effect of the 
fears of the inhabitants, who had more 
of the government of the town at that 
time than the magiftrates. 

Asto the ninxth article, The voluntiers 
carried their arms to the caltle, without 
applying to Mr Stewart for his orders, 
and before he underftood the town to be 
in a defencelefs {tate. 

As to the tenth article, Mr Stewart 
fays, That it was the fenfe of the commit- 
tee, the Provoft fhould give no orders; 
and he believes it will appear, that the 
meffenger from Mr Gueft was told, he 
was at liberty to {pike up the cannon, if 
the General thought proper; nay he be- 
lieves the meflenger was further told,thathe 
fhould be fhown where the cannon were. 
Mr Stewart does not remember, that 
Capt. Dalziel was ordered to have but a 
third of his guard on duty; but believes 
that the whole guard at that time were not 
in a condition to do duty after the fatigue 
they had previoufly undergone. The in- 
habitants had before this time refolved not 
to {tand upon their defence. The Provott 
remembers nothing of the orders faid to 
have been given to the trained bands, but 
believes the contrary will be proven. 

As to the eleventh article, ‘The Provoft 
repeats the firlt part of his anfwer to the 
preceeding article, and further fays, That 
if any of the city-arms fell into the hands 
of the rebels, it mutt have proceeded from 
various unavoidable caufes, but cannot 
be imputed to any fault of Mr Stewart. 

As to the /we/fi/ article, Mr Stewart 
is confident, there muft appear upon his 
part a zealous attachment to the inter’ it 
of the government, by the uniformity ot 
his conduct from the commencement of 
the rebellion until the time that the tova 
fell unhappily into the rebels hands ; for 
fuch is and mutt be the natural conftraci- 
on of his unwearied application to every 
part of his dutv, and upon confidering 
the propofais made by him in council, 
with the direétions given to thofe that 
acted under bim. 
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From this account of the Provoft’scon- 
duc, in relation to the matters charged 
upon him, his defences againft the libel 


are: 

1. That the whole of the charge is laid 
in amanner too loofe and general, to be 

aft to the knowledge of an aflize. 

2. That the facts therein contained are 
either mifreprefented, or in their nature 
not 

3. Thar no error in point of judgment, 
ifany thing of that kind fhall appear, 
ought to be made the foundation of a cri- 
minal profecution; efpecially that he was 
only one of a committee, and acted by 
their direction.” 

Before the purfuer proceed to recite 
the arguments that were offered on be- 
half of the pannel, in fupport of thefe de- 
fences, when the trial came on in the 
court of jufticiary on Monday the 13th 
current, together with the replies made on 
the part of the purfuer to thofe defences, 
he fhallhere, for the better underftanding 
of the true merits of the cafe, firft of all 
briefly fet forth, without any argument, 
the principal facts which occurred at and 
about the time libelled, fuch as he believes 
can be proved to be true, either by au- 
thentick writings, or by parole-evidence.

day the council refolved to 

¥ ahs saife the number of thirty cen- 


tinels, to be added to the city-guard; 
and recommended to the Lord Provoft 
and magiftrates, to direct and ordain the 
Captains and fubalterns of the trained 
bands, to make up full lifts of the per- 
fons belonging to their feveral companies, 
and to report the fame to the magiltrates 
again{t Wednefday then next. 

At the fame time another order was 
made, for direéting the Conftable of the 
city, to make out lifts of all the inha- 
bitants and refidenters within their feve- 
ral bounds and diltriéts, and that they be 
diligent in inquiring and finding out what 
{trangers may happen from time to time 


to come within this city, and lodge with-, 


in their feveral difirices 5 and that all inn- 
keepers, ftablers, and others who lodge 
and entertain {lranpers, fhould from time 
to time, and as oft as any f{tr-nger thall 
lodge with them, give in to the Captain 
of the city-guard, a note of their names 


and defignations at their arrival, and of 


the time of their departure from thence, 
and order the Captains of the guard to re- 
port to the magiltrates in writing, every 
morning, lifts of the particulars that 
fhould be delivered in to them by the 
inhabitants, 

Thefe refolutions were re- 


ported by the Lord Provolt, and the o- 


ther magiftrates, with the Conveener of 


the Trades, to a meeting of fubitantial 
and well-affeGed burgelles, which it had 
been propofed to fummon to give advice 
on the prefent occafion. This propotal 
was made to the Lord Provoft on the 
24th, by a citizen of Fdinburgh, who had 
been fometime a magiltrate, and had been 
commillioned by other well-aifected citi- 
zens, to propole fuch meeting to the Pro- 
volt, as had been formerly practifed on 
important occafions, and which he _re- 
prefented as what they judged neceflary 
at this time, in order to take meafure 
for putting the city ina pofture of de- 
fence. This propofition the Provott re- 
ceived at firft with a {neer or lavgh ; but 
upon the oier’s prefling him, as being the 
opinion and the with of many fubitantial 
burpeflés, and what had been formerly 
practifed on the like occation, the Provoit 
at lait confented that there thould be fuch 
mecting ; but faid it could not be that 
Vue days 
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day, being Saturday, as many of the burgh- 
ers would be out of town; and accordingly 
it was not held till the Tuefday following. 

At this meeting, which was held in the 
New church ifle at five o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, confiiling of a preat number of 
the molt refpectful burgetles, of undoubted 
loyalty to his Majefty, they unanimoufly 
approved of thefteps already taken, and of- 
fered their advice as to the farther fteps to 
be taken; and particularly, ‘That the city 
fhouldbe forthwith putinapofure of /efence, 
anda éo/) of me raifed and armed for the 
defence thereof, and the fervice of the go- 
vernment.” The former of thefe could 
be of little ufe without the latter ; and to 
the latter the Provoft objected, That the 
fame would be treafonable, or illegal, 
without fpeci warrant from the crown. 
Vhey replied, That if a warrant was 
necellary, that might be applied for and 
obtained. Then the Provolt faid, That 
fuppofing they fhould get a warrant, he 
doubted much if moncy could be raifed 
by fub{cription for paying them. To 
which Init objection it was anfwered by 
fome citizens of confiderabie wealth and 
credit there prefent, That they were rea- 
dy to undertake and oblige themfelves to 
find money to pay a regiment for three 
months. Upon this it was relolved, 
That a committce fiould be named, out 
of the council, and of the other burgef- 
fes, to confult with and take the advice 
of the Lord Juftice-Clerk, and fuch of 
the other judees as could be found in 
town, and his Majefty’s Advocate and So- 
Jicitor, with regard to what further fteps 
the magiftrates and couacil and commu- 
nity could legally take, for preferving 
the peace of the city, and contributing to 
defeat the defigns of the rebels 3 and next 
day the counci! named their committce 
accordingly. The refalt of which was, 
that application was made to his Maye 
fty, in order to remove all doubts, for 
his fpecial warrant and licence to raife 
fuch regiment. 

Aug. 31. Advice was received at F- 
dinburgh, that Sir John Cope with the 
troops under his command, inftead of 
marching dircétly to the rebels, as he had 

ropofed, and was expeéted, had, upon 
fis march at Dalwhinnie, the place where 


Provoft Stewart, July 1749: 
the Fort Auguftus and Invernefs roads 
meet, marched forward towards Inver. 
nefs; whereby the rebcls were now pot 
to the Southward of the King’s army, 
when there was no force left to eppoie 
their marching Southward where’ the 
fiould think fit; which pave no {mall a- 
larm to the citics of Fdinburgh and Glat 
gow, and all the country to the South- 
ward of the rivers or friths of Forth and 
Clyde. 

2. The council of Edinburgh or- 
dered the town-guard to be augmented 
to the full number of 126 men, olficers, 
Serjeants, and Drums, included. 

Eoiem die. ‘©The accounts from the 
North becoming more and more unfa- 
vourable, above twenty Gentlemen, of 
known good affection to his Majelty and 
the government, met at Mrs Clark’s ta- 
vern, and agreed to apply to the Lord 
Provolt, that he would give orders for 
putting the town in as good a {tate of de- 
fence as poffible with all expedition. It 
was complained of in this meeting, that 
an application which had been made the 
week before to his Lordthip, had not met 
with due encouragement ; but that the 
perfons who waited on his Lordfhip, and 
their zeal, had been ridiculed and made 
the fubject of infipid jokes. The com- 
pany, however, refolved, that, whatever 
difcouragements they might meet with 
from thofe whofe duty it was to have a- 
nimatedthem, they fhould meet frequent- 
ly, and promote, to the utmoft of their 
power, whatever may tend to the defence 
of the town. In the mean time they ap- 
pointed two of their number, a Gentle- 
man who had formerly been a Bailie, and 
Mr Maclaurin, to wait on the Provolt next 
morning, with a general inftre<tion to 
beg he would fee to the defence of the 
town, and to offer their affiftance ; and 
three particular inftructions : 1. That he 
would order making moulds for bullets, 1 
having been found on trial that all in the 
thops had been bought up of [ate by ca- 
cies, (or link-hoys), who had been tent 
for them. 2. That the fluice of the 
Worth loch, by which the water iflues 
from it, fhould be fhut and fecured, that 
it might fill op. 3. That they (hould 
propofe to his Lordfhip, the makihg 3

difindion betwixt the inhabitants of 
known good affection, and fuch as were 
fafpected, when he came to intruft them 
with the town’s arms; and take proper 
meafures that the city fhould not be in 
danger from within, as had been taken 
in 1715- 

“Lord Provoft gave a fatisfactory an- 
fwer to the firft two of thefe ; but as to the 
third, he did not give the fatisfaction de- 
fred; but, aftera good deal of reafoning, 
he faid, That if the town came to be at- 
tacked, he would fo far make a diftincti- 
on as to intruft the town’s arms with the 
mol fublantial burghers. He faid, That 
if 2 thoufand men had a mind to get into 
this town, he could not fee how we could 
hinderthem. Jn anfwer to this, the num- 
ber of trades Jads in Edinburgh, of the 
Gentlemen who would affociate to fave 
the town, the unfkilfulnefs the highlan- 
ders had always fhown in attacking {tone 
walls, their want of artillery, and being 
ill armed, with the affiftance that would 
be got from the dragoons in all probabili- 
ty, were urged, It was infiited, our do- 
ing fomething was requilite, to fave the 
reputation of the town, to divert the ene- 
my from coming this way, and to raife a 
fpirit in the country. 

‘To this he anfwered, That to pre- 
tend to do when we could do little, was to 
expole us to ridicule. Other difcouraging 
expreflions were ufed ; but at the end he 
faid, he would be glad of advice from fen- 
hible burghers, and have regard to it. 

Sept. 5. Little material patt till Sept. 
§. when the fame company, with fome ad- 
citon of other Gentlemen, met at the 
fame place ; and now the danger appear- 
Mp More imminent, they entered into an 
Stociation, as voluntiers, to ferve for the 
defence of the city, at the hazard of their 
‘es and fortunes, under the dire@ion of 
the Lord Provoft.. This was figned by all 
Prefent, and by a hundred before twelve 
nextday, They appointed fome of their 
humber to prefent this to the Provoft, to 
Gcire they might be allowed to chufe their 
OMcers, and that he would apply to Gen. 
Cucht torarmsto them. They were like- 
prt ordered to intreat, that the parapet 
Nhe town-wall might be cleared, which 
‘many places had been ftopt up with 
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{tone and lime to prevent fmugeling; that 
ftairs fhould be made for getting up to it 


at proper dillances ; that cannon fhould” 


be got from the fhips to be placed on the 
flanks and gates,” [Alr Jaclawrin’s sours 
nal). 

Sept.6. This fpirit for putting the 
town in a pofture of defence was !o ge- 
nerally prevalent amongft the well-affeét- 
ed, and even the leaft warlike part of the 
inhabitants, that, of this date, a reprefen- 
tation to the Lord Provoft, magiltrates, 
and council, was figned by the Principal, . 
and Profellor of Divinity, and twelve 
more of the Minifters of the city of Edin- 
burgh, of whom the total number is fix- 
tecn, fo that three only were abfent or 
wanting; which reprefentation fets forth, 
That they have feen and confidered 2 pe= 
tition to their Lord{hip and Herours, iub- 
fcribed by a confiderable number of the 
inhabitants of this city, well afecied ta 
his Majefty’s perfon and government, 
praying that the city may be put in a pro- 
per poiture of defence againtt the com- 
mon enemy; that they the Minillers of 
Edinburgh judged it their duty to teftity 
their hearty approbation of fuch defign, 
and their firm refolution to promote the 
fame in their {phere and {tation, and 
thereby engage chearfully to contribute 
for defraying the neceflary expence with 
their fellow citizens. 

The Minifters were as good as their 
word as to this laft article ; for, out of 
their moderate flipends, they joined in 
fubfcribing for the pay of one hundred 
men out of the thouland propofed to be 
raifed. 

The Lord Provoft however found alfo 
confiderable difficulties as to the legality 
of this meafure, which was prefled upon 
him, of railing the voluntiers; and did 
not give way to it until he had firit one 
figned opinion of his Majefty’s Advocate 
and Solicitor, ‘¢ That it was lawful for 
the magiftrates to authorile the 
bers, and other well-atlected inhabitants, 
to take up arms in defence of the city and 
fupport of the government.” And the 
Provolt, it feems, not being fully fatistied 
with this opinion, there was fabjoined to 
it, and figned by the fame Gentlemen, a 
farther opinion, ‘* ‘That it was law fu 
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and not treafonable, for the magiftrates 
to comply with the defire of the faid pe- 
tition of the voluntiers.” 

Eod, die. “ The Lord Provoft declared 
now, and alwaysafterwards, that he would 
infiit on the privileges of his office ; and 
did not leave the nomination of the ofh- 
cers to the volunticrs, but allowed them 
to make up a lift of thirty, or forty, or 
more, trom which he would chufe them. 
He walked with fome of the magiflrates 
and volunticrs about a part of the town- 
wall. He then faid, he could not fee, 
but if two thoufand men had a mind to 
gct into the town, they mult fucceed. Af- 
ter looking at a part of the wall, he de- 
fired Mr. Maclaurin, one of the volun- 
tiers, to take the trouble to make a pian 
of it; which he promifed to do.
